TUc Battles at Tmuteiiaii and 
MiiuclieiiKratz. 

Wm. II. Kassoll, in a letter to the London 
Times, givca the following description of the 
great conflict: 

On the 27th of Juno, one army corps of 
the Grown Prince — the Fifth, or Fosen Corps, 
commanded by Geo. Von Stoiometz— fell in 
with the AnstriattB at Naohod, on the Sile 
sian frontier, 25 miles wost of Glalz. Lilco 
some olhora which followed in its wake, lliis 
corps had entered Bohemia both by way ot 
Branoan, and Reinerz, with orders to move 
on to tho lortreas of Joaeplistadt by tho fa- 
moua pass of Nachod. Tho locses in tliis 
first enconntor wero not inoonsidorablo on 
oithcr side, and it seems that both euccooded 
in taking some guns. At tho close of the day 
the Prussians, as well as tho Austrians, 
maintained their previous positiooH, u portion 
only of the latter retiring to Josephatadt, 
being replaced by freah troopa. On the day 
following, Gen Steinmetz ordered a second 
attack. Fortunately, be bad been rein forced 
in the nighl by division of the first or East 
Prusjian Corps, being this time confronted 
by the Austrian corps of tho full coriiple- 
moat •f 60,000 men. The batllo lasted 
several hours, torminaliiig with tho retreat 
of the Austriaaa, aud tho seeupation by the 
Prassiaos of Skaliez, tho next atation on the 
road to Josephstadt. About 3000 Austrians 
were taken prisoners, and nearly as many 
lay dead or wounded on the battle-field. 
On each side some 90 guns had been at work. 
The Austrian cavalry waa repeatedly routed 
by the Piueaian Lancers, losing all their 
standards, and oventaally abandoning the 
Cold to the victor. Aa to tho I'russian in- 
fantry, it relied as usual upon tiie rapidity 
of its fire, the three ranks discharged at once, 
the Aral kneeling down. The Austrians, on 
the other hand, with tho impatient temper 
of Sclavonian races, and wishing tu make up 
for the inferiority of thoir guns, had recourse 
to bayonet charges. Bui long beforo they 
could attain the Prussian ranks their nnmber, 
under the volley from the needle goo, was so 
tbinnod as to canse the remnant to tore 
about and fall to the rear. With true Aus- 
trian perseverance they came 00 again and 
again. Tho result was terribly identical in 
each case. In one instonce only did they 
ancceod in crosaing arms with the inacce.-ti>- 
iblo enemy. 

Our Prussian regiment agreed to cense 
fighting to give tho Austrians a chance of 
measuring their strength in cold sieol. it 
was ono of tbuse cool and hubitually taciturn 
regiments from the l;ir north, who during llie 
last few weeks had been a wonder and an 
ever recurring grisvanoe lo the loquacious 
race inhabiting tlio pleasant and fertile valleys 
of Silesia, Feli.v. Uttering savage yells tho 
Solavonians rushed forward. Tlio (iormuna 
presented their bayonets, and in a moment, 
when the first shock had been encounlorud, 
cast away their muskets drew their swords, 
and fought rnan to man in tho good old fasho 
ion. I roinombar having read in German 
history of tho strategical art, that so long as 
tho sword waa the principal weapon used in 
war, no CootiDental tribo oould match the 
Tentons 00 tbe battle field. Llowever, when 
the Germans, unluckily aifor thcmsclvos, 
atnmbled upon {the invention of gunpo\7(ler, 
other nationa, more adroit in handling the 
musltot and executing tlie inmuiMivro its use 
involves, wero enabled to dispute the glory ol 
military presligo with its lorinor inonopolibls. 
Whatever the atoiu of truth in this self ootn- 
plncont assertion may bo, there are few cases 
on record whore tho Gurmana havo really 
warmed to their work on tho battle field 
while ooafinod to shooting ond stabbing. 
Shooting leaves them indilTeront; tho 
bayonet they positively hate ; having an in- 
jlsfiidto feeling that it is not a legltimato 
weapon of warfare, but a sort of long stiletto, 
while, if you give them a sword, tbe heavier 
the better, thoy are in their own olemont and 
need no instructirm as Id Iidw to lay it on 
oflcctually. To iiululgo 111 their battering in- 
clinutioii, tho rrusHian lioldiory 'c rtnorly 
used to reverse niiiakets, and belabor tbe loo 
with tho but ond, ,t process far too or.ergelic 
to employ witii so delicate and instrument as 
the needle gun, which would fall to pieces on 
tho second blow, So uolhiiig remains but 
to draw the aword, and although it is said to 
be a little too short and a great deal to light 
to suit tbe taste o( the men, still, as it is the 
neatest approach to a club within their 
reach in tbis civilized age, they prefer it in 
anomorgonoy to Brown Beaa. In tho present 
combat its ulliciuncy in thoir hands was fnl 7 
proved. Alter a fow moments i f sla.'iliing 
right and lelt, the Sclavunian bajciiut yiul 1- 
od np to tlio (ierinan nabre. On the evoniiig 
of that day the I'ru.ssians wore no htrthur 
than ten miles from Josephstadt. 

PrUBtiiau Olliciul Account of ^lie 
Uattles in Itolioiiiia. 

Berlin, Juno :!0. — I'lm lollowiiig dispatch 
has been rocoivoJ bote from His Royal 
HigbnoBS tbe Crown rrinco ,— 

Keinhh/,, Juno 27. 

I have most respeotrully to report to your 
Majesty as follows apor * I •ovenia of to<day : 



On tho afternoon ol tho 26th General Von 
Steinmetz had pushed forward his vanguard 
uuder Major-General Von Lowonloldt tc 
ward Naohod. After a short ongogeinont 
the latter get possession of the pass, which 
was abandoned by tho Auatiians with a loss 
of 15 killed. Tho vaDguord throw out skir- 
mishcta in tho direction of Skalitz. 

At half-past moe this morning tho van- 
guard was sharply attacked by two brigades 
ot the Sixth Austrian Corps, well provided 
with artillery, and followed by a third brig- 
ado 08 support. Tbo Frinco Holatoio's heavy 
Cavalry diviaion at tho samo time appcarod 
upon the field. By the eOorta of tho van- 
guard, — which withdrew, slowly skirmishing, 
time was gained for tho main body of the 
corps to oinergo fruui tho pass and reach the 
hoights immediately in front. At this rao- 
ineiil I camo up iu good time from Braunau 
Aa tho troops arrived ihoy wore immediat- 
ely thrown forward to hold thu nearest 
heights, tho Kirchbaeh division to tho right 
and tho Lowcnleldt diviaion to the left. The 
entire artillery, ninety guna, was brought np 
into the line o( battle, to meet which tbo 
enemy was reinforced b^ tbe last brigade of 
the Sixth Corps and its reserve artillery. 
The advaooo of the enemy waa soon chock- 
ed, and as soon as our corpa — strengthened 
by an infantry regiment and reserve — had 
taken up its position, wo wore onablod ener-. 
gelically to assumo the offensive. The bus- 
tile Prince John's Cuirassier brigade was. 
ilefeated by a brilliant charge of the First 
Uhlans' and Eigtb Dragoons, under General 
Von Wnuok. Colonel Von Troskow and 
Lieutenant Colonel Von Wiehmann, tho 
commanders of both legimenis receiving 
honorable woands. 

The infantry, whose fire had been of re- 
markable effect, attacked at various points 
with the bayonet, and took posRcssion of tho 
advanced woodland and surrounding ground. 
Iu theso operations tho flag of tho Third 
Deutflchiueister batallion fell into our hands. 

Towards 3 p. m., all the enemy's troop? 
wero in retreat, followed up by tlio fire of our 
artillery. Ono dotiiehineut of the First Uh 
luns sneceeded in rnpturiug two gnos ; threo 
others were abandoned in the hasty retreat 
The Cavalry, supported by some of tho in- 
lantry, engaged in temporary pursuit, while 
the brigade of the Sixth Corps, that camo 
up toward evening, uadertook the vanguard. 
1 returned to Naohod about 6 o'clock, after 
I had seen almost all tho troops that had 
been engaged upon tho field, and had thanked 
Ihom in your Majesty's namo. 

Tho battle to»day is an honor to General 
Von Sleinmelz and tho Fifth Army Corps. 
I cannot suflicieutly praiso tho extraordinary 
ooolneaa of tbo young troops. All arms have 
vied most gloriously in tho discharge of their 
duty. Tho ncodle-guu eQeoted considerable 
slaughter, and caused tbe failure of all the 
euemy'a attacks, which were undertaken 
with great intrepidity. Tho artillery dis- 
played rare powers of endurance in face of 
the hoatile fire, at first greatly superior, and 
tho cavalry showed itself more than a match 
for tho much vaunted Austrian horse. Upon 
tho Austrian side twouty-oigbt battalions 
wero under fire, from all of which prisoners 
have fallen into our hands. Tbo Pfth Corps 
on the other hand, had only twouty-lwo bat- 
talions tu oppose to this force, and of tbeso 
the troops kept in rcsorvo only cama under 
tbo fire ol grenades. Tbo brilliant suocesa ol 
tbo day has been purohased with compara- 
lively slight loss. From all I have seen, I 
estimate it from 500 to 60O men, among 
whom are a very considerable number of our 
brave ofiioera. In addition to tboae already 
iiionlioned among tho superior grades, I havo 
to mention -Major Von Nolzmerj of tbe 
Eighth Dragoons, killed. Major General 
Von OUooh and Colonel Von Walther, com- 
mander of the Foriy-si-xth Regiment, wound- 
ed. Tho enemy's loss is, 00 tbo other hand, 
very large. Over 2000 prisoners aro in our 
bands. His dead lay in many placea in heaps, 
so that I estimate bis total loss at 4000 men. 

Tbe trophies taken, were tbe above men- 
tioned five guns, one flag and two standards, 
I shall not fail to fornard to your Majesty, as 
soon aa possible, further details and a special 
list of losses, togolher with tbo names of 
those who bad the opportunity of especially 
distinguishing tbomsolves. 

PUEUKRICK WILLIAM, 
Crown Prince, General of Infantry and 

Commander-in-Chiof of the Second Army. 

The following ofhoial despatch refers 
briefly to the events of tbe onsning day: 

Brkslau, June 29th. 

I have to announce lo your Majesty a se- 
cond victory upon the 28th, more hotly con- 
tested and moro aauguinary than upon Iho 
27tli. Great loss in officers and men, though 
that of tho enemy is decidedly greater. 
Somo trophies havo been again taken, but 
ilio iiumbor is still uncertain. ^I'uiuerous 
prisoners havo been made. Skalit/, is in my 
hands. An order ot Benedek's shows that 1 
was opposed to-day by tbe Arobduke Leo- 
pold, with the Sixth and Eigtb Corps. 
After two battles, my troopa are foil of courx 
ago and eEtbasiasm, breaking out into loud 
cheers,

HEW DIGGINGS AT CARIBOO ! 



RICH STRIKES AT BIG BEND. 



From a merobaot who lell MoCalloogb 
Greek on the 13tb inst., we bavo moat oxoit« 
ing Big Bend news. 

Rich diaooveries of gold bearing quartz 
Iiavo been mftdo in the moantains ndjoiuiDg 
McCullougb Creek, by Charloa SmiUi, of 
Victoria, who ia on liia way down with spooi- 
raena. Tlio gold is plainly visible. 

A vein of rotten quarlz has been struck 
by Mr Hicks ot Mew Westmiaater, in the 
same range of mouninina. The gold is easily 
separated from the quan/,, by pouDding. 
The wholo country ie excited over these imM 
pottant Btrikes, tuud n large number of mi- 
ners are out prospecting. 

Tho Diaoovory Company, ou MoCullongh 
Creek, havo tunneled into the hill and got a 
prospect of S22.lo o pan— gold eoarse. 82S0 
in nuggeta— the amalleaC weigbieg 32 50— 
have been picked from the bed-rock in the 
same olaim. Tho tunnel is in 130 feet, and 
the oompany are confident that they will oil 
realize fortunes. 

Tho news is also good from French Creek. 
Back of tho Shop. Bailey olaim, a oompany 
working in the bench got a'prospeot of 819 
from a lew pans of dirt, in ooaiao gold. The 
vhole bank baa sioco been staked oOf by 
minors. 

Tho " Forly-nino "steamer wan due on the 
14th from Colville. Freight had been res 
duosd from 10 to 7 oonta par lb. 

Fronn Kootonny, it is reported that Mr A. 
Stronaoh, of Viotoria, has realized a large 
fortune from mining in the bill.. 

Mr J. E. Edwarda, just from Oariboo, ar- 
rived here this evening. He exhibits a bar of 
gold, weighing 8119 17— the prodnot of three 
hours ground sluicing, which ho washed on 
a new crcok — a tributary of the South Fork of 
Qnesnclle. The creek he called Cedar Crcok. 
He has also diacovored another rich creek in 
tho same locality. Several hundred mon have 
started for tho new diggings. Oedar Creek 
ia larger than Williams Creek. 

A telegram received from Mr Conway 
etatea that he has reaobed a point beyond 
Fraaer Lake, wilhj tho wires, and that ho 
hopes to reach tho head of Stekin River bc» 
foro tho close of the soaaon, Tho wires are 
now strotcheil a didtanoe of 715 miles abore 
New Westmiaater.

It appears from the tcs» 
timony of a recent witneas thot when tho 
Indians found Ihnt tho whites were about to 
mako war upon them, Jo, in order to get out 
of tho country and save his nook, repres- 
ented to tho Cayusca that tho Mormoua, who 
were then just coming to Salt Lake, were 
diaatleoted Americans who wonld help the 
Indiana in tho fight. The Cayuses oallod a 
Council, and aont three messengers with Jo, 
to the Mormons. When they arrived in tho 
Snake country near to Salt Lake, oast of 
Fort Hall, the Indians wero poisoned, prob 
ably by Jo, their bodiea ond horses beinj 
found in that viciLily, Jo waa nevoi traced 
further, but be probably arrived safe in Morh 
mondom. — Oregomttn.
